Safety in the Air 


wt “N air travel-was-not-so-common- 
place as it has become today reports 
of a serious crash involving loss of Jife used 
fo cause a temporary recession in airline 
passenger returns In recent years, how- 
ever, people have come to the realization 
that, for all the horror of a tragedy suc h 
as overtook a Venezuelan airliner this 
week, flying is the safest mode of travel, 
and in consequence traffic generally is 
diminished little by such occurrences. 
There is ample proof of the compara- 
tive safety of civilian aviation in the statis- 
ties of the established international and 
domestic airlines of most of the world 
Canada's splendid safety record is well 
known, but not unique, The Australian 
government has just reported the carriage 
of 8,000,000 passengers without a single 
fatality. That figure is impressive in itself 
and becomes more so when it is noted that 
the Australian operations represented the 
flying of more than one billion passenger 
miles 
These figures are typical of the astro- 


nomical mileages flown on civilian air

In a growing state of settlement with 
expanding opportunities and increased 
problems the cities, towns and villages of 
the province constitute an important seg- 
ment of public life. Apart from Vancou- 
ver which has its own charter, the muni- 
cipalities are regulated by the Municipal 
Act, as administered by the department 
of municipal affairs. The system works 
wel] and, based:as it initially was on the 


routes in complete safety day after day, 
year after year. Trans-Atlantic flights, 
not so long ago undertaken with a good 
deal of trepidation even by seasoned air 
travellers, are now a matter of routine. 
At any moment of the day or night there 
are no fewer than 70 passenger airliners 
in flight over the Atlantic going to or from 
the British Isles alone, and any break in 
the uneventful nature of these journeys, 
totalling billions of passenger miles in a 
single year, is a rarity. 

The safety of journeys aloft is reflected 
in the astonishingly low rates charged for 
air travel insurance, For a few cents a 
passenger may insure himself to an 
amount that would represent a fortune 
to his beneficiaries, because of the fact 
that the closely-calculating insurance com- 
panies know the chance of anything unto- 
ward happening to him is one in many 
millions 

Even the death toll in the crash of the 
Venezuelan airliner is infinitesimal when 
compared with the daily slaughter on the 
highways everywhere, which an inured 
public has come to accept as inevitable

sound thinking of experiepced civil ser- 
vants, the municipal structure throughout 
the province has been good. The strains 
and stresses of growth are coming now, 
and it is natural that due provision be 
made to widen the scope of the present 
law. What one would not like to see is 
any kind of a formula, to be held as a 
secret and introduced as a surprise at the

Unofficial discussion of what is as- 
sumed to be contained in the current revi- 
sion has already mentioned some items 
of a highly contentious nature.

Changes in the 
timing of budget preparation might be 
approved, but it would remain to be shown 
for instance that a 1956 council could not 
thus bind the hands of its successor in 
1957. On these three matters alone the 
administration may find a volume of 
informed opinion at variance with the pur- 
ported extensions. What are the others? 


What More Can Be Asked? 


NE thing worth remembering about 
B.C. hospital insurance is that it is 
a provincial scheme; it cannot be expected 
to follow patients all over the world. The 
aim is to provide coverage for British 
Columbians where they live, not where 
they might take the notion to go. As well 
expect that traffic laws should accompany 
a B.C. resident when he motors into an 
other province or another country So 
long as reasonable arrangements are made 
in bona fide cases of medical transfer there 
can be no objection to the BCHIS restrict- 
ing its insurance provisions to the province 
to which it belongs 
This is made clear in the amended 
regulations concerning the coverage that 
may be expected, Whether or not some 
specific outside clinics were in mind when 
they were drawn does not affect the 
matter, except that it is proper that per 
missible outside treatment should he given 
in institutions that conform to 
dards of BCHIS coverage 


the stan- 
Such outside 


hospitalization is still allowable in cases 
where B.C. doctors refer patients for par- 
ticular treatment not available here, or 
in instances where B.C, residents are un- 
expectedly taken ill or injured when away 
from the province on business or vacation 

There is thus no undue restriction on 
BCHIS coverage. What more, in fact, 
could be asked? Patients are well pro- 
tected within provincial boundaries and 
outside them when emergent illness hap- 
pens. If a B.C. doctor deems it necessary 
to send a patient to a foreign medical 
centre in his or her best interest hospital 
insurance will still be operative. On the 
other hand if anvone leaves the province 
on his own initiative to seek hospital treat- 
ment elsewhere he will do so at his own 
expense, That is perfectly fair. Hospital 
insurance in B.C. has proved a boon to 
thousands of patients since its inception 
but obviously it cannot be extended to suit 
personal whims or convenience beyond the 


confines of the province it is intended to 
cover
